MEDAL FOR BOSTON C OMMON TERCENTENARY. 

As a permanent souvenir of the 300th anniversary of Boston Common 
there has been issued for distribution a souvenir medal of original design 
and historical significance. One side of the medal reproduces the ancient 
tri-mountain that the Puritans found there dominating the area where the 
Common and Beacon Hill are now. The famous “beacon” stands on the 
center elevation and Blackstone’s lone house is at the foot of the “moun- 
tain.” The other side carries a reproduction of the Pine Tree shillings of 
1652, the first coinage of the colony, issued as an open act of independence. 

The medal is a trifle smaller than a half dollar. It is produced in two 
forms, one of oxidized silver finish (25 cents); and the other of nickel (10 
cents). An historic statement in printed form describes the significance of 
the souvenir and explains the sentimental story of the original Pine Tree 
shilling, as well as describing the details of the new design that includes the 
tri-mountain. 
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A Short Account of the Coinage of Rome

Everyone, of course, knows that all coins have been counterfeited, but 
the counterfeits of Roman coins have certain peculiarities. Most of these 
forgeries are easy to detect if one has had some experience with Roman 
coins, but some are certainly difficult for the beginner. 

The counterfeits classified as to time of production comprise roughly 
three groups: 

(1) Contemporary forgeries. 

(2) Forgeries of the Renaissance period, the so-called “Paduans.” 

(3) Modern counterfeits. 

The class of (1) contemporary forgeries is a very extensive field and can 
be classified into: 

la True counterfeits. 

lb Plated silver coins. 

lc Barbaric imitations. 

Taking these divisions in order we first come to la, true contemporary 
forgeries. 

These are, after the lapse of over a thousand years, naturally difficult to 
detect, or rather it is difficult to say if a certain suspicious coin is a forgery 
or merely a poorly designed die from the governmental mint. This is 
especially true for the middle and late imperial periods where the Govern- 
ment itself was engaged in dishonest debasement of the coinage, in passing 
silver-washed coins for silver, etc. 

Nevertheless, we dt) find in the Codex of Theodosius II (402-450 A. D. ) 
that there were many kinds of forgers; “clippers” of coins, melters of the 
billon coinage to extract the silver, etc. The penalty for these acts was 
death or long imprisonment, and evidently from the multiplicity of these 
penalties there were many kinds of tamperers with the money, ranging 
from actual makers of false coins to “clippers” of the silver money. 

In the empire under Nero Antoninus Pius, etc., we would suppose that 
the most profit would come from counterfeiting the gold coinage, but such 
counterfeits are very rare today, probably because people would not be like- 
ly to hoard counterfeit or debased gold. 

In silver however we have the issues of (lb) plated denarii. These 
plated silver coins must have been issued in large amounts, for I am sure 
that even the smallest collection of Republican and Imperial denarii will 
contain some specimens of these coins, whether the owner is aware of it 
or not. The workmanship is very good, and the fraud is difficult to detect 
without elaborate specific gravity tests. However, on the edge of many of 
these plated denarii the copper can be seen on close inspection between the 
plate of silver. 

The process evidently was somewhat like “Sheffield” plating, where a 
layer of silver is made to adhere to copper. 

The layer of silver is of appreciable thickness and these plated coins will 
stand a great deal of wear before the copper core shows through, quite the 
opposite from the copper thinly washed with silver or tin of the later em- 
pire, which could not have deceived anyone for long. 

Roughly, the thickness of the silver plating appears to vary from the 
thickness of the paper on which The Numismatist is printed to that of the 
thicker paper on the cover. 

It is a matter of great controversy as to whether these plated coins were 
issued by the Government in a dishonest effort to make a profit on the silver 
coinage or whether they were real counterfeits made by private individuals. 
Certainly the workmanship and die cutting exactly resembles the true silver 
denarii, so that I would be inclined to believe that this was a method prac- 
ticed, if not directly by the Government, at least by some one in authority 
in the mint. 

These plated denarii appear in both Republican and Imperial issues until 
the time in the third century when the silver became so base that it was 
no longer profitable to make them. 

The (lc) barbaric imitations are common enough in all metals and were 
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no doubt for the most part an attempt to provide a currency for people out- 
side the rule of Rome. They were so crude, so poorly designed, and struck 
that they certainly would never for a moment have deceived a real Roman 
who was accustomed to the coinage of the Republic or the Empire and so 
could have hardly have been intended to circulate in competition with the 
regular Roman governmental issues. 

In connection with the subject of plating some very interesting pieces 
have been dug up in ancient German graves. These are base antoniniani 
of the time of Caracalla or later plated with a thin shell of gold and evident- 
ly used as ornaments, as they are arranged with a gold loop. We do not 
know if these pieces were intended to pass as coins. 

The (2) forgeries of the Renaissance or “Paduans” were the work of 
Italian artists and die cutters. These counterfeits are of a high grade of 
artistic workmanship and are good imitations of ancient Roman work, but 
can usually be told by the lack of patination and by unorthodox lettering 
and unknown reverses. They are of course struck coins, not casts. 

At this time (fifteenth and sixteenth centuries) there was great interest 
in ancient art and literature, and Roman coins were much sought after. 
Judging from the many varieties and the large number of these “Paduans” 
to be found today there must have been a considerable market in Renais- 
sance times for these forgeries. 

The present-day collector could hardly be deceived by these coins, as they 
are too perfect looking and have various errors besides, especially in the 
lettering. A “Paduan” in “extremely fine” condition will usually bring a 
dollar or more at auctions today, as they are artistic and from an inter- 
esting period. 

Of (3) modern counterfeits the commonest are casts, which are usually 
easy to tell, as they lack patina, and are not as sharp as an original. The 
edge, moreover, where the two halves of the mould joined, always shows, 
and if made smooth loses its resemblance to a Roman bronze, which has 
a rough and often broken edge. 

Another modern reproduction is the electrotype, which is an exact repro- 
duction of one side of the coin in very thin metal. Gold, silver or copper 
may be used. These can easily be told, as the thin metal shell has to be 
filled with composition, cement or metal and the edges of the shell joined 
together. The joining always shows. However, gold or silver electrotypes 
in a case in a museum cannot, I believe, be told from the original coins, 
as there only one side shows and they cannot be handled or the edge ex- 
amined. 

Today most Roman silver or bronze coins are so cheap in “good” or 
“very good” condition that they would not pay to counterfeit, and it is by 
getting together a number of Roman coins in this condition that the be- 
ginner can learn to tell the appearance of a genuine coin and can soon 
spot the counterfeits. I have no doubt, however, that dangerous counter- 
feits of Roman gold coins could be made by modern methods of casting, as 
there is no appearance of age to a gold coin, and the edge of the genuine 
Roman gold is usually rounded and smooth, unlike the edge of the bronze 
or silver coins, which are usually rough, and often cracked and broken. 

A forger known as Becker “the counterfeiter” operated in the early part 
of the nineteenth century (1815-1825). His work is very fine, and he 
executed over six hundred dies, of which one hundred and thirty-six were 
of gold and silver coins. A book has been published showing all the known 
“Beckers,” but even with the aid of this work these forgeries are difficult 
to detect. They do not, however, carry true patination. 

Collectors usually divide Roman coins into three main classes: (1) Re- 
publican, (2) Imperial, and (3) Colonial. 

Of these the Imperial series issued by the various Emperors is probably 
the largest in point of number and variety, but the Colonial series is also 
very extensive. 

The coins of the Republic, being the earliest of these issues, are of great 
interest, and they comprise the period from about 300 B. C. to 27 B. C., 
during which time Rome was built up from a small city state until the be- 
ginning of the Imperial period, when she had become the mistress of the 
ancient world. 

The first coins of the Republic are extremely curious, as they were based 
on a unit which was a pound of copper or bronze. This pound was a pound 
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of about 12 ounces, like our modern Troy pound, and the unit is called the 
“Libral As,’* the word “Libral” being derived from “libra/’ a pound. 

This “Libral As” is illustrated in Fig. 1, and, as can be seen, is large and 
clumsy-looking. The weight of this specimen is 3 oz. 311 grains. The 
head on the obverse is that of “Janus,” the God of Beginnings and End- 
ings, and hence of commercial undertakings generally, and on the reverse 
is the prow of a ship. 

This prow or ram of an ancient war vessel was called a “rostrum” in 
Latin. The prows (or “rostra”) of captured war vessels were used as tro- 
phies to adorn the speaker’s platform on the Roman Forum, and it is from 
this use that we get our word “rostrum.”

The mark of value on the “As” was the figure “one,” here a short rod- 
like object, and, like all the rest of the design, seems very coarse and crude- 
ly designed. This is no doubt due to the fact that this was a cast coin, and 
was not struck from a metal die. 

It has been objected that this coin was far too heavy for ordinary use 
and could not be carried in the pocket, but the Romans did not have pock- 
ets, and no doubt only used the coin for large transactions, the large bronze 
As being equal in value to a calf, at least, if not to a full-grown ox. If the 
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Roman could take the calf home he could certainly carry the coin to buy 
it with. 

There appear in large European auctions cast bronze pieces similar to 
the Roman As in size and shape, but with different obverse and reverse de- 
signs. These pieces are contemporary, and were struck by the neighbors 
of Rome in Etruria, Umbria, Apulia, etc. Many of these pieces are ex- 
tremely rare and all are of great interest as specimens of very early Italian 
money. 

The subdivisions of the Libral As are the “Semis” or y 2 As, the “Triens” 
or the “Quadrans” or % , the “Sextans” or 1/6, and the “Uncia” or 
1/12 (one ounce). 

The Libral As brings a good price in sales, and, for example, one sold 

in the Miller sale in New York (1920) for $20, described as “very fine” 

and patinated. 

In the large Hamburger (German) sale of 19 25 two specimens of the 
early As, both classed as “very fine and patinated,” brought for one 50 gold 
marks ($12.50), with a weight of 9 oz. 132 grains, and the other 65 marks 
($16.25), wt. 8 oz. 204 grains. Asses of reduced weight in the same sale 
brought as follows: 

One of 5 oz. 127 grains brought 30 mks. ($7.50). 

One of 2 oz. 16 grains brought 20 mks. ($5.00). 

One of 1 oz. 241 grains brought 11 mks. ($2.75). 

All were described as “patinated” and “fine and very fine.”

Though these large coins were supposed to weigh a full pound of 12 
ounces, specimens of this weight are a rarity, due to several causes. In 
the first place, the weight of the As underwent gradual decrease during 
about 50 years, at the end of which time the As was issued with a weight 
of about 2 oz. This was no longer a cast coin, but was struck from dies. 
In the cast coins there were probably many coins which did not attain the 
full weight, and most of the specimens which have come down to us have 
lost weight through corrosion.. 

Collectors should be on their guard against counterfeits, which are com- 
mon, as a cast coin is not difficult to imitate. True patination, however, 
is difficult to counterfeit. 

The half pound or half “As” or “Semis” has the head of Jupiter on the 
obverse and the “Rostrum” on the reverse, and for mark of value has the 
letter “S” and is illustrated in Fig. 2. The weight of this coin is 4 oz. 400 
grains. Theoretically, the early Semis should weigh of course 6 oz., but 
these are uncommon. In the Miller sale a “Semis” of rare type, “V. F.” 
and patinated and of the weight of 3 oz., sold for $25. Later issues with 
the weight of one or two ounces can usually be bought for a dollar or so. 

The “Triens” or one-third As has the head of Minerva on the obverse 
and the mark of value, for globules, on both obverse and reverse. The 
four globules of course meaning four ounces. 
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In the Miller sale a “Triens” of 3 % oz., “V. F.” and patinated, brought 
$5.50. But if really “V. F.” should have brought more, as the weight of 
this specimen indicated that it was one of the early issues. 

The “Quadrans” or *4 As has the head of Hercules wearing the lion skin 
headdress on the obverse. The mark of value, three globules, appears on 
the obverse and reverse. Illustrated in Fig. 3. The weight was 2 oz. 124 
grains. 



The Sextans or 1/6 As has the head of Mercury on the obverse and the 
mark of value, two globules, on the obverse and reverse. A “Sextans” of 
2 oz. (and therefore from this high weight one of the earliest of Roman 
coins), described as “extremely fine” and patinated, sold in the Miller sale 
for $30, which is, I believe, nearly the record price for a “Sextans.” 

The “Uncia” or ounce (1/12 of the Libral As) has the head of Roma on 
the obverse and the mark of value, one globule, on the obverse and re- 
verse. In the Miller sale several “Uncia” sold for from $1 to $3.25. (Illus- 
trated in Fig. 4.)

All these subdivisions of the As have the same reverse design as the As, 
namely the “Rostrum” or prow of a vessel. 

There are many additional varieties of the early cast coins of this stand- 
ard issued in adjacent cities and states in close proximity to Rome, but the 
series described above is usually considered the starting point for the coin- 
age of Rome, and was undoubtedly issued by Rome and by Rome alone.

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Some Attractive Masonic Pieces 

By ROBERT H. LLOYD. 

(Paper read at the Annual Convention of the American Numismatic Association, 
Cleveland, Ohio, August 18 to 23, 1934.) 

Now and then in the field of Masonic Chapter Pennies the collector en- 
counters a specimen of unusual artistic merit. Herewith are illustrated four 
subjects, all of which are departures from the ordinary. 

The piece portraying the anchor is a copy of the seal of Queen City Lodge, 
Buffalo, N. Y. It is the obverse of the specimens shown in the top row, 
numbers one to three.

No. 1 is the original reverse of No. 4. This piece has a central medallion 
on both sides raised well above the border surface. It is half-dollar size, 
struck in bronze with a semi-proof finish. Issued in 1905, it is ostensibly a 
commemorative medal and not a Chapter Penny. The issue was about 4 00 
pieces, and the reverse design is largely the work of Mr. M. D. Lloyd, of 
Buffalo. 

In 1930, on occasion of the seventy-fifth anniversary of the lodge, the de- 
sire for a new medal arose and was accompanied by an interesting experi- 
ment. The same dies were used, but the reverse was altered as shown in 
No. 2 illustration. The figures “30” have been placed over “05” and “75th” 
has been cut over “50th.” A careful observer can see the line made by the 
insertion of a circular plug in the space occupied by the original numerals. 
Only two specimens of this style were struck, and because of the alteration 
they were deemed less desirable. In consequence, an entirely new reverse 
die was prepared, shown in illustration No. 3. This specimen is struck on 
a heavier planchet and is always found in bronze, silver-plated with the 
oxydized finish. 

The reverse No. 3, while appropriate, does not meet the quality of die 
work on the original. It represents, however, the best work of the engraver 
available. This design is also the model of the original artist, and the issue 
was approximately the same, 400 pieces. 

Illustrations Nos. 5 and 6 represent an attractive Chapter Penny of Key- 
stone Chapter, Buffalo, issued some thirty or more years ago. It is to be 
classed among the most artistic of Chapter Pennies. The originals are 
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found on a planchet about 3/32 of an inch thick, while later emissions are 
on a thinner flan. 

All of the above form an interesting addition to Buffalo (N. Y.) numis- 
matics, and can be considered a credit to the Masonic series of medals and 
tokens.

Connecticut Cents in the Yale Collection 

By REV. C. F. LUTHER, Amherst, Mass. 

For a number of years it has been my privilege, while attending the 
annual convocation at the Yale Divinity School, to spend some portion of 
the time in the coin room of the University Library, classifying the Con- 
necticut cents in the very extensive general collection which the University 
possesses. It has been a task demanding much patient study, but offering 
commensurate rewards. ^The undertaking is now so nearly completed that 
it is possible to make a report which should be of interest to readers of 
The Numismatist. And while the collection does not stand at the head in 
the matter of numbers — my own and that of Mr. Richardson, of Stratford, 
each surpassing it by about thirty varieties — it is, nevertheless, highly in- 
teresting in the new mulings which have come to light. To the three varie- 
ties mentioned in my article on page 13 8 of The Numismatist, 19 28, must 
be added two entirely new varieties, or at least one new variety and one 
confirming a description in Crosby which Miller failed to find. These 
several additions bring the total so far listed up to 3 23. The number of 
varieties attributed in the Yale collection is 168, or somewhat over one-half 
of the total. Among these are some half dozen of rarities 5 and 6, beside 
the two unique varieties. 

This number was reached by attributing some 28 5 pieces according to 
Miller’s classification, showing thus something over 100 duplicates attribu- 
ted. The total number of pieces in the collection is well up to 400, the 
balance being either so mutilated or so indistinct that attribution was ex- 
tremely difficult if not impossible. It may well be that among these un- 
classified pieces are additional varieties, but the condition is such that the 
collection would not be greatly enhanced by their addition. 

It would doubtless add to interest in the collection if some record or ac- 
count of its assembling could be given, but records are lamentably lacking. 
The coins were in trays labeled “Old University Collection,” a mark re- 
vealing next to nothing. It is known that a former curator was Jonathan 
Edwards, of the class of 1863, and it is beyond question that it was he 
who made or at any rate greatly increased the collection between the time 
of his graduation and his death in 1886. Such classification as was at- 
tempted was also by him, using the only system them available — that of 
Crosby. Only a very small part of the collection bore any labels, although 
pieces manifestly of the same general type were arranged in groups. It is 
apparent that this system was totally inadequate for the proper arrange- 
ment, and, as the event has shown, even Miller failed to include mulings 
discovered since the publication of his excellent work. 

It should be stated that the two newly discovered varieties may be at- 
tributed as 22-c and 37-15-f, of 1787. Of the former Miller states that 
Crosby did actually list this die, but adds that authentic specimens are 
lacking. The Yale collection thus confirms the earlier description of Crosby, 
but, inasmuch as neither Hall nor Miller found examples, the muling passes 
as an addition. Of the second, Miller says that Crosby described the die 
as reverse F combined with obverse 24, but adds that he himself had en- 
countered no authentic specimens. The reverse in the Yale collection is f 
in combination with obverse 37-15, thus producing an entirely new variety. 
Readers should add these varieties to Miller’s lists, and in time the Ameri- 
can Numismatic Society should issue a second supplement to the State 
Coinages of New England, listing the several varieties discovered since the 
publication of the first. The possible combinations of some 190 obverses 
with an equal number of reverses is so nearly infinite that it is doubtful 
whether the final variety will ever be discovered. 
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The condition of these pieces is, on the whole, excellent, reaching almost 
if not quite, to uncirculated in many instances, so that it has been a privi- 
lege indeed, to handle so choice an assemblage and put it in proper order. 

In Mr. Wurtzbach’s article on the Willow, Oak and Pine Tree shillings 
he mentions the fact that several of his pieces are the ones actually used 
by Crosby in his work, and that Crosby’s attributions have been found to 
be correct in every instance. It is not impossible that in the case of the 
Connecticut cents, as above, where Miller failed to find authentic specimens 
of Crosby’s listing, and the University collection confirms the earlier de- 
scription, the piece may be the very one which Crosby used in his classifi- 
cation. While this is mere conjecture, it at least has plausibility.

PAPER TO PREVENT COINS FROM TARNISHING. 

I have been making some investigation relative to the proper care of gold 
and silver coins to prevent tarnishing. My correspondence has been prin- 
cipally with the Whitaker Paper Company, Cincinnati, Ohio, with branches 
in Atlanta, Baltimore, Birmingham, Chicago, Detroit, New York, Pittsburgh 
and Washington, D. C. The last letter which I received from the manager 
of the Cincinnati branch of this paper company contained the following in- 
formation and advice: 

“Your letter of April 11th, asking for additional information on wrapping 
for coins. We will see if we can be of some help to you. 

“Sulphuric acid is used in the manufacture of paper. The attempt is 
made to wash this acid out of the sheet, but in most kinds of paper a trace 
of it remains. In the case of No. 00 Grass Bleached Tissue the paper is 
subjected to a further cleansing process, and the entire amount of sulphuric 
acid is removed from the pulp. We would suggest wrapping your coins in 
two layers of this tissue. This tissue, however, will not prevent tarnishing 
due to the outside atmosphere, as this tissue is porous. Also, manila enve- 
lopes will not serve this purpose. 

“We suggest, in order to get a perfect seal against the corrosive effects 
of the atmosphere, you wrap the coin first in No. 00 Grass Bleached Tissue, 
and then in a sheet of No. 300 Moistureproof Sylphrap, or slip the coin into 
a Moistureproof Sylphrap envelope. We enclose a sheet of this transparent 
moistureproof paper for your own experiment. This paper is somewhat ex- 
pensive, and you could get fairly good results by wrapping the coin in tissue 
paper and a sheet of waxed paper. We do not think the 2x2 manila enve- 
lope would be of much help to you. You will find a trace of sulphuric acid 
in this paper, but the greatest disadvantage is it will allow the air to pene- 
trate to the coin, which will cause it to tarnish in time. 

“If we can be of further service to you we will be glad to have you get 
in touch with us.” 
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It seems that no tissue paper will properly preserve the coin unless in 
addition there is an outer covering which is moisture proof. The container 
may be a tin box, wooden cabinet (anything but cedar), pasteboard box, or 
almost anything else, and the container may be kept tightly shut and locked, 
and it all is of no avail unless the atmosphere can be absolutely excluded 
from the coin. 

I prefer the moistureproof paper to the envelope, as I can buy it in sheets 
and cut it to any required size, and wrap the coin in it tightly after the coin 
has first been enclosed in several thicknesses of the anti-tarnish tissue pa- 
per, specially prepared so as to be absolutely free from any trace of sulphu- 
ric acid. By wrapping I can get a tighter seal against the atmosphere than 
by using an envelope. Also, I want to label my coin envelopes, and this can 
not be done with the moistureproof paper, as it is transparent. 

When I bought untarnishable coin tissue paper fifteen years ago, and 
wrapped my proof and other gold and silver coins in same, I assumed that 
the coins were properly protected. The dealer who sold me the tissue paper 
told me nothing about a further moistureproof covering being necessary. 

The statements made in that letter sound reasonable, and since they are 
made by some one with technical knowledge and authority, and since my 
own experience over a period of fifteen years relying on tissue paper alone 
has been costly, I wish to give other numismatists the benefit of such expe- 
rience and of my recent investigation. 

Until some one else advances some better plan, I am going to act upon 
the information and advice from the Whitaker Paper Company, and protect 
my coins accordingly. ARTHUR D. CUTLER.

TWO NEW COINS URGED BY PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT. 

On July 22 the President directed Henry Morgenthau, Jr., Secretary of 
the Treasury, to ask Congress to pass a bill authorizing the striking of 
two new coins of the denominations of one-half cent and one-tenth of a 
cent, or one and five mills. This decision was reached because of the 
issuance of tokens for fractional parts of the cent by several of the States 
to facilitate the payment of sales taxes. Federal officials have declared 
that State-issued tokens or coins are illegal. It is understood officials will 
ask for a copper coin for the half cent, slightly smaller than the cent, and 
a one-mill piece of about the same size but struck in aluminum. 
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SOME SALES TAX TOKENS. 

The adoption of a sales tax by some of the States has produced several 
varieties of tokens for use in the payment of the tax on small purchases, 
and if the use of them becomes general, collectors of tokens will be able to 
form a collection that will differ widely in size, metal and inscriptions, 
some of them being of the store-card variety. We illustrate a few here 
that have come to our attention the last month.

Illinois Token. 


State of Washington — The State has a 2 per cent, sales tax and the tokens 
are for one-fifth of a cent. The token is about the size of a nickel, is struck 
in aluminum and has a hole in the center. The inscriptions read: “Tax 
Commission, State of Washington, Tax Token. Tax on Purchase 10 Cents 
or Less. Ch. 180, Laws 1935.” 

When the law went into effect tokens were not available. To meet the 
demand Don M. Major, of Tenino, publisher of the Thurston County Inde- 
pendent, who was prominent in the issue of the emergency scrip printed on 
thin sheets of wood two years ago, came to the rescue with his printing press 
and issued tokens for 1/5 of a cent printed on the same kind of wood, 
which were redeemable when the metal tokens became available. Just to 
show the feeling of the people against the sales tax, Don printed on the 
reverse of his token a horse’s head (in red), and below it, “Is his face red?” 
A similar token on wood, but with a plain reverse was issued by L. A. Mc- 
Lain, of Tenino. 

During the emergency the State Tax Commission also issued oblong card- 
board scrip for 1/5 of a cent, redeemable by the commission within 60 days. 

The Pioneer Days Celebration, which will be held August 2 to 4, 1935, 
also issued cardboard scrip redeemable for one token before August 5. 
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Kentucky — Tokens for tax payment on 5c. and 10c. sales have been issued 
by the Arctic Ice Co., Louisville, Ky. They are the size of a dime and are 
struck in brass. The inscriptions read: “Kentucky Sales Tax. Arctic Ice 
Purchase. Arctic Ice Co. Incorporated. Louisville, Ky.” “5c. ” and “10c. ” 

Illinois — An aluminum token the size of a dime has been issued in Illinois. 
The inscriptions read: “Dept, of Finance State of Illinois. IV 2 mills. Re- 
tailers’ Occupation Token. iy 2 mills.’’ 


WEDDING MEDAL. 

To commemorate the wedding between the Crown Prince Frederik of 
Denmark and the Swedish Princess Ingrid the medal illustrated here has 
been struck. 

The obverse side depicts their likeness en profile with inscription “Fred- 
rik” “Ingrid.” 

The reverse has the Government shields of Denmark and Sweden below 
a Danish crown with band and inscription “24 Mai 19 35.” 



The medal was designed by Harald Salomon, medal engraver at the Royal 
Mint at Copenhagen. The medal is struck in two varieties, one Swedish and 
one Danish, the Swedish by the firm C. C. Sporrong & Co., Stockholm. The 
medal measures 56 mm. J. deL.

THE ENGELBREKT MEDAL. 

To commemorate the 500th jubilee of the formation of the Riksdag, 1534, 
at Vesteras, in Sweden, when the form of government was changed from 
the electoral to the hereditary form, a medal has been struck. There is of 
the founder, Engelbrekt, Engelbraktson no authentic likeness. Accordingly, 
the design is a symbolic interpretation of the folk-leader surrounded by the 
four classes of knights — clergy, merchants and peasantry. 



The reverse shows a knight carrying the Engelbrekt Crest on his shield, 
symbolizing the completion of the task, with inscription “Sveriges befriare 
Engelbrekt” (‘‘Sweden’s deliverer, Engelbrekt.”) 

The medal was designed by Axel Wallenberg, sculptor, measures 5 6 mm. 
and was struck by the firm of C. C. Sporrong & Co., Stockholm, Sweden.

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Book Review 

RUSSIAN ORDERS, DECORATIONS AND MEDALS UNDER THE MON- 
ARCHY, including a historical r^sumd and notes, by Christopher Hurley. 
London, Harrison & Sons, Ltd., 1935. 90 pp. 13 pis. (4 colored) 

23 cm. Price: One guinea. 

Of the recent flood of books concerning the Russia of the Czars, that 
likely to be of most interest to numismatists is Hurley’s admirable book 
on Russian decorations. It will be found interesting reading for the gen- 
eral collector and indispensible as a reference tool by the specialist in 
decorations. 

Until the appearance in 1932 of Alan W. Hazelton’s “Russian Imperial 
Orders” (Numismatic Notes and Monographs, No. 51), information con- 
cerning this interesting field of decorations was widely scattered and prac- 
tically inaccessible except to those familiar with the Russian language. 
Hurley has gone a step beyond Hazelton by expanding his work to include 
the various campaign and centennial medals awarded by the imperial gov- 
ernment. 

The arrangement of material and typographic lay-out have been so plan- 
ned that use of the book for reference will be easy. In the first section of 
the book, “General Notes,” there is a discussion of the system governing 
the ward of decorations, the wearing of the insignia, the entrance fees of 
the orders, etc. Then follows a brief historical sketch of Russia from the 
time of Peter the Great, the founder of Russia’s first orders, to Nicolas II, 
the last incumbent of the throne. In the description of the orders and 
their insignia the author should be congratulated on his happy combina- 
tion of brevity and clarity. Error has been made in the number of rays 
given for the stars of several orders. On pages 28, 3 2, and 41 of the Stars 
of St. Andrew, St. Vladimir and Saint Anne are stated as having 5 6 rays, 
while in fact each has but 48. Likewise, the Star of St. George, stated on 
p. 3 6 as having 64 rays, has only 40. Useful lists appear at the end of the 
volume giving the mottoes of the orders in Russian, with English transla- 
tion, the campaign and centennial medals arranged in chronological se- 
quence, and the names of British officers who received Russian decorations 
between 1900 and 1919. 

It is to be regretted that the plates do not match the excellence of the 
text. The collector might have preferred that the portraits of Nicolas II, 
Peter the Great, and Catherine had been replaced by additional illustra- 
tions of decorations. While illustrating only half as many pieces as Hazel- 
ton, wisdom has been shown by using in most cases illustrations of varie- 
ties different from those already appearing in Hazelton. Mention should 
be made of the last plate, which illustrates in excellent color reproduction 
the ribbons used with Russian insignia. 

With Hurley and Hazelton on his book shelf, the student will have a fund 
of information in the English language and a wealth of illustration suf- 
ficient to meet most of his demands in the study of Russian decorations.

A SIDELIGHT ON COMMEMORATIVE COINS. 

In its issue of June 20 the Boston Traveler published the following edito- 
rial under the heading “President Bans Special Coins”: 

“President Roosevelt has asked Congress to please stop issuing special 
coins to commemorate historic events. It’s about time, unless we might 
issue just one more, commemorating the date upon which we stopped is- 
suing commemorative coins. 

“What between stamps and coins issued for special occasions, the public 
was getting bleary-eyed trying to see whether the coins were genuine. It 
was a racket, anyway, to sell special coins at a premium and then use the 
profit to pay for the celebration, to hire the halls, to buy the bunting and 
to purchase the beer for the visiting firemen, et al. Now that nobody will 
get them, perhaps everybody will stop asking for special half dollars. It 
was only because somebody got some to commemorate the 100th anniver- 
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sary of the first settlement of East Lemonpeel that the residents of North 
Overshoe demanded special coins in honor of the birth of the first piccolo 
player west of the Alleghanies. 

“As the President pointed out, ‘because of the multiplicity of designs 
arising from the issuance of such coins, they jeopardize the integrity of our 
coins and cause confusion.’ Right! For a time it was difficult to tell wheth- 
er what you had was a half dollar or a delegate’s badge to the annual con- 
vention of the buttonhole designers’ semi-annual convention and chowder 
party. 

“Gradually we are becoming civilized.” 

A few days after the above was published a correspondent wrote to the 
Traveler as follows: 

“Read your editorial on the President’s request that Congress discon- 
tinue the issue of commemorative coins, chiefly because of the extra cost in 
bad times. So many worthy events were observed, having to do with the 
country’s traditions and development, like the marking of the trail, provid- 
ed by the Oregon Trail committee. Recall the beautiful result at Plymouth 
with its dignified waterfront. School children are proud possessors of one 
or more of these coins centering attention on discoveries, Colonial heroes — 
coins of Hawaii, Cook, Daniel Boone, Lexington-Concord, Maryland Ter- 
centenary, Columbian, Texas-Alamo, Grant, Lincoln, Lafayette, Washington 
and others up to the number of 37. 

“The Numismatist for May, 19 25, quotes the Baltimore Post editorial: 
‘This strikes us as the strangest coin (Stone Mountain) the world has ever 
seen. The reverse holds the American eagle, the word Liberty, and a re- 
markable dedication — “To the valor of the soldiers of the South.” The ob- 
verse bears the legend: In God We Trust and Stone Mountain 1925 — plus 
the portraits of two soldiers on horseback, Stonewall Jackson and Robert 
E. Lee.’ 

“After reviewing the war commanders defending Washington it reads: 
‘Yet today in what was then the northern Capital they are striking coins 
to the valor of the soldiers of the South. Why? Because America is 
America. Anywhere else under the sun victory would have meant spoils 
for the victors and firing squads for the vanquished. We do it differently. 
From the moment he (Lee) and Grant clasped hands at Appotomax the 
Union held no more loyal citizen than Lee. ... He told the ragged and 
hungry remnant of his followers to go back to their homes proud of their 
records, but to remember that it is now the duty of every citizen to aid in 
the restoration of peace and harmony. He himself set the example. Every 
American, Yank and Rebel alike, should be proud to be a citizen of a coun- 
try that could produce a coin like that.” 


NEW OR RECENT ISSUES. 

Belgium — Silver 50 francs, 1935, issued in commemoration of the 100th 
anniversary of the establishment of the Belgian Railroads, and also the ex- 
position at Brussels. The inscription is in French. An otherwise identical 



piece has been issued with inscriptions in Flemish. The reverse is an adap- 
tation of the coat-of-arms of the city of Brussels, showing the triumphant 
figure of St. Michael over the prostrate form of the devil. The edge has 
the inscription, “Under the rule of King Leopold III.”
